If, 
howeverall individuals were to be allow- 
el to import, and into all the ports of the 
United Kiagdsin, especially if they were 
allowed to employ ships of small burthen, 
which drawing little water, could run into 
ebscure ports in the remote parts of Eng- 
land, Scotland, and Ireland, where would 
be the practicability of any safe control 2 
Legions of Customshouse and Excise offie 
cers must be appointed, at a very great 
expense; andatter all, where the duties 
are so high as they are, especietiy on the 
articles of tea, silk, aad fine muslins, 
smuggling without end must be expected. 

HÉ private ships were allowed to go to the 
Eastern Íslands, they could find means to 
procure tea ; and if also allowed ta return 
to the out-ports, smuggling in that article 
would be by tar the most gaìning trade. 

At present the duties upon Last India 
goods are collected and paid in London, 
ata very small expense to Govermment, 
and to the full extent to which they ought 
te be paid. ‘This follows, because the 
value of the goods is ascertaincd by 
competition at tire Coropany's sales. Were 
every port to have its India-Hlouse, where 
would be this general competition? ‘The 
‘same goods which pay the duty ed vatorem 
woud be table to one amount of duiy at 
Fowey, to another at Dublin, to a third at 
Port Glasgow ; all differing from each 
other, amt from that paid at Loudon. 
There would be no remedy for this incon- 
venience, whatever may be said by intereste 
ed persons to the contrary. The endless 
varety of Indian commodities, renders it 
impossible that they should generally pay 
what are called rated duties, of so much 
per piece, or so much per yard. Pepper 
may paya fixed sum by the pound, and 
sugar by the hundred weight; but the 
staple article of piece goods, and many 
others, must ever be rated by the valuc, 
quntiy being no just criterion. 

It therefore follows, from what has been 
above ovserved, that were the trade to be 
carried to the out-ports of the United 
Kingdom, tbe revenue drawn from Indian 
goods must be greatly diminished, and the 
charges of collecting it greatly inereased, 

Let it be next inquired, what would be 
the edect of such a change on different 
interests: the persons already possessed of 
valuable property employed tor the indian 
trade, the expozters of Indian commodities 
from iris country, and on the East-lndia 
Company itself? ‚ 

Ehe cry of London, in their corporate 
capacity, as conservators of the Thames, 
and atl classes ot persons in the metropolis, 
who are engaged in the building and 
outfit of ships, in the carriage, werehousing, 
sorting, buyiug, and selling of the Com- 
Pauy’s goods, have also a direct interest 
in the present discussion. 

The Eastelndia Dock Company have 
likewise a very great and obvious interest 
in keeping the Índian trade in the Port of 
London. $ 

With respect to the re-export trade in 
Indian commodities, at least threc-fourths 
of the imports trom India have hitherta 
been for the supply of the continental mare 
kets. Theforeign buyers reposc confidence. 
in the regularity and publicity with which 
the Company's sales are conducted. When 
the trade was solely in the hands of the - 

«Company, the particulars of their cargoes 
were published immediately on the arrival 
of the ships, and distributed all over the 
Continent. Notices of the quantities to be 
sold, and periods of sale, were also pub« 
Hished for the like distribution. he sales 
of each description of goods were made 
ai stated periods, twice in the year. ‘The 
buyers, of course, knew the state of the 
market at the time of coming to the sale, 
and the purchases were made under an 
assurance, that no more goods, of such 
description, would be disposcd of before 
the next sale. Hence they had a ecr- 
tainty of the market for six months. This 
established a solic confidence, which very 
rauch benefited the sales. Such confidence 
has, no doubt, been much weakened since 
1795, when private persons were partially 
admitted into the trade. The chief object 
ei the private trader being, as it always 
must he, to obtain prompt sales to meet 


“the paymer? of hills, East-India goods are 


frequently reseld while they remain in the 
Company's warekouse, merely by a transfer 
of vouchers. The goods, when so sold, 
will produce from five to ten per cent 
more than wlien in the hands of individuals. 
This is pasticularly the case as to drugs, 
which are subject to great adulteration, 

The confidence that has been entertained 
of the Company's regularity and fair 
dealing has been such, that the foreign 
buyers have given their orders to their 
correspondents in London, on the faith 
merely of the descriptive marks; and goods, 
on their arrival on the Continent, (reguent- 
ly pass through various hands, before they 
are finally unpacked. 

By the mode proposed, it is to be feared 
the foreign buyer will ceascto be at any 
certainty as to bis purchases, and the 
quality of the commodities; and this may, 
eventually, lead foreigners to look directly 
to India, for the supply that has hitherto 
been fumwished through the medium of tliis 
countzy, 

To speak now of the effects of the pro= 
posed change upon the interest of the Com- 
pany. And first, with respect to the Hast 
ludia trade, properly so called, as conira- 
distinguisked from the imports from Ch i- 
na. _Ífthe mode of private sale of Indiau 
goods in every town im the kingdom were 
introduced, would not the stated and the 
public sales, ta which the Company are 
restricted, be continually antieipated,- and 
consequently the supply of the forbign 
markets be so also; though, en the wole,, 
these markets cauld not take off more ? 
Could these sales, then, secure a general 
assemblage ot buyers? Could it be reekoi 
ed ‘upon, (hat the Company's gools would 
go off, as they usually have hitherto done, 
at the sales, Could the prices be expect- 
ed to indemrify the Company, when tie 
market should be lowered by the necessity 
or im patience of private im porters? Could 
the realization, in moncy, of the Compa- 
ny’s Indran imports be depended ons that 
realization, so necessary to the fnances of 
the Company? and it not, huw could the 
currengy of their affairs be preserved ? how 
could they pay for exports to indi? how 
could they maintain te fleet of ships they 
new oml m their Indian commeroe: a 
fleet so necessary for the transportation ot 
troops and stores, and warktke services in 
India? And if the Company's Indian com- 
merce failed, and sa much ot the Inctan 
imports were tronsferzed éo oateports, what 
must become of many of the Cumpany’s 
wharfs, wareBouses, and other articles of 
dead stock, formed at a vast expense, in 
consequence of this Indian trave? Aud 
where would be the benefit to the nation by 
the change? Wouulit be any thing che 
but trausterring to Bristol, Liverpoe:, 
Glasgow, and Dublin, taat which Londen 
now has? Would it be reaily any acccsston 
of benefit to the empire at large? 
what, to look towards Eimdia, would 
be the effect ot an uitimited trade from the 
out-poriS of Great #Sritein and Prekuud to 
ali those regions? Would it be posstble to 
entorce the regulations wich hts Miajesly's 
Ministers think absolutely necessary tor 
preventing an uncontroied intercourse 
with tite Kast, and for averting the evuis 
that would ensue from it} 

‘These qucstions, to add no more, ought 
to be very clearly and satistactorily an- 
swered, betore so great a change is attempt- 
ed‚—before an order of things that has 
subsisted so long, and done so well, is 
subverted and destroyed. ÌÉ great and 
sudden innovations ought, at all times, to 
be regarded with caution and distrust, 
surely ought those in particular wiiich are 
proposed by men for their own immediate 
advantage. 

But what are the arguments with which 
the merchants of the out-ports may be 
supposed to enforce their claim ? Natural 
right ; the freedlom of trade; allowing every 
man to carry on his own business in his own 
way; the odium of the principle of mono- 
poly; the disadvantage with which they 
would carry on the trade, if they were 
obliged to bring back their ships to London, 
instead of their own ports ; the disad vantage 
to the country consumers. 


To all this it may be replied, that suppos- 
ing the whole true, are these arguments ot 
weight and value sufficient to overturn the 
present long established system of the 
company and to endangerso large a por- 
tion of the public revenue? As to the 
arguments from nature, right, &c. such 
arguments must always be tumited by cone 
siderations of practical good, The only 
practical arguments that occur in favour 
of the out-ports, are the advantage to the 
merchants themselves and to the country 
consumers. Now what is the amount of 
this advantage? Let it not be forgotten, 
that at present it is problematical, at 
least, whether any great indian trade can 
be established by the private merchants; 
that, at any ‘rate, the chict partof Andian

goods imported inte England is intended 
for re-exportatien ; that London is the 
fittest portand mart for the forcign trade, 
especially since the Warehousing Acts 
‘nat there is really Kittie consumption of 
Indian goods in the interior of this coun- 
try; and that if no great accession of 
trade shoukd be brought to the couniry 
by the private merchants, then they will 
have sacrificed (he existing system, with= 
out obtaining even the object for which 
the sacrifice was made. 

lt may perbaps be said, that the Hud. 
son’s Bay Company has public sales, and 
that yet there arc sales on account of ize 
dividuals of the same articles the Corz- 
pany import. _Butthis will form ne paraitel 
case as to Companies, nor is there any 
great question of revenue concerned. Tie 
only article imported by the Fiudson’s 
Bay Company is furs. 'A'he sales of this 
article, on private account, arc «iso by 
auction, and it is beneved confined to 
London. The whole is comparatively a 
sinall affair, and can be ot uno weight in 
the present question. 

Upen the whole, therefore, it seems 
most certain, that on such slender grounds, 
with respect to advantage (and advantage, 
as betore mentioned, oniy to be taken 
from London tor the out-ports,)} with so 
Kittie certainty of establishiug any great 
trade to or from India, with such im- 
mient hazard to the Bast Fudia Company 
aud w the revenue, it would be contrary 
tothe prudent policy which this nation 
has generally observed and most unwise in 
kselt, to venture upon so great an innoe 
vatien, some of the effects ef which were 
peinted out to the President of the Boaed 
of Comnussioners three years ago (printed 
pepers, page 00) effects which, by his sie 
lence he seems to have admitted: and, in 
a word tt may be apprehended, that titey 
would amount to the destructiou of the 
Compuny's india trades their Indian 
commercial establishments, their Judtan 
shipping, and finally leave the Ciina 
monopoly so insulated and unsupportec, 
asto vring that also, at length, to its fall, 
and with it, (ke whole fabric of the Come 
pany, and the great revenue now so casily 
realised through ils medium; nor can it 
be at all deubttui (hat, in such case, the 
China trade would also be lost to the 
nation. 

H is not irrelevant to this subject ta 
advert to a passage in the h!story of the 
Dutch East India Company, under the 
year 1602, “€ 'Fhe pluvaly ot East India 
“* partnerships or svcieties, at this time, 
“ jorwesd in tlolland, creating much -dis- 
“order and eleshing, in that commerce, 
“the Sintes-{teneral sumraoned before 
Chem he Dirceters of all those Com- 
“f panies, and obliged then to unite, for 
Etbe future, into one, to which united 
‘“ Company the Staws granted the sole 


tcoumerce to East India for 21 years 
CE frem the 20th ot March 1602,” ‘Fhey 


had, in coneegaenee, several Chambers of 
East India Commerce in Holland, as Am- 
sterdan:, Middleburgh, &c. but they were 
all under one united direction. * 

Hints 7. Goservations T—ln the time 
ef hing William, the Company were 
allowed five per cent.on the private trade. 

Álinis 8.— Observations 5.—Many ree 
marks made upon the Glh article wiil also 
apply to this, which might have properly 
forined a partof it. We need therefore, 
only observe here, that the permitting of 
ships to sail from the out-ports, will go 
very materialiy to injure the interests of 
those who were let into the Indian trade by 
the Act of 1793; to increase the danger 
of colonization abroad; and of injury ta 
the revenue, by smugeling, at home, as 
well as.another danger to be noticed in the 
next arficle. 


Hints 10. Observations 10.—lt is not 
only to all our Indian possessions that the 
exportation of military stores ought always 
to be prohibited, but also to the numerous 
islands in tbe Eastern Seas, inhabited by 
a vindictive race of people, who may be 
ready, not only to buy warlike stores, but 
to engage Europeans in their quarrels ; 
aud {he sailings of ships from the out-ports 
will certainly increase the danger of these 
evils. i Ì

MeassiNA, Dec. 7. 

We do not remember ever to have witness. 
ed a more general expression of popular satis- 
factiou, than that which was manifested cn 
the äfrost of tlrose who have been discovered 
to hold a communication with the enemy. 
The countenances of all the inhabitants of the 
city and its environs, display that kind of 
satisfaction which arises when a great danger 
is avoided, and those who have been exposed 
to it have reached a place of safety. 

This general satisfaction was, however ua. 


mixed with any exultation and triumph over 
the detected enemy, nor were the friends aad 
families of the persons arrested in any manner 
insnlted; on the contrary, ail the persons are 
rested were permitted to write to their famie 
lies and friends, and to receive answers from 
them, as also clothes, uteusils, and whatever 
else they thought proper to supply to them, 
ivery one of them had a good dinner served up 
every day at the expence of the British Gore 
ernment, and money has been sent to the fa. 
milies of some who arc kaown to be in want $ 
and to the families of all, the greatest attention 
has been paid, ard every request granted 
consistent with the great end we have in view, 
which is to extirpate entirely the French cone 
spiracy in this city, which fortunately we 
now seem to have the means of accomplishing,. 

We congratulate our readers on the discove 
ery which has been made of a number of spies 
aud assassins in the night of the 4th instant in 
the following manuer 

Notice having been received some days 
back, that 4 Calabrese, of a very suspicious 
character, were in the suburb af San Leo; all 
their motions were watched, and on the abovee 
nientioned night they were all surprised in 
bed. Although dressed, and armed with 
Pistols and stillettoes, when the Officers of 
police entered their chamber, they all leaped 
aut of bed. hey endeavoured to make their 
escape, at the same time making a most dese 
perate resistence. Qne was killed on the 
spot, two others severely wounded, and the 
fourth taken, after having been pursued. 
Fhe foliowing are the names of the four. 
Gunseppe Prestia, killed; Antoma Crisera, 
wounded 5 Antonio Alasolino, wounded ; aud 
Pietro Reitano. 

On the 5ih of Dec. a commission of tha 
General Ofivers in Messina and its vicinity 
was appointed by the Lieut, Gen. commander 
of the British forces, to investigate the cite 
cumstances, Proofs were at hand in abun- 
dance, to convince every one (hat they were 
spies sent by the enemy; but besides these, 
both Crisera and Musolina confessed their 
crimes, aad both confessed as persons whose 
death was certain, and could eely hope for 
pardon an the other. world, (hat they had been 
seut by General Manhes, who. eoumunds the 
army in Calabria, for the expzess purpose of 
Ass3ssivating an Oticer in the British army. 
Fhis declaration was voluntary, and made in, 
the presence of seven English Otheers ; and. 
Crisera, in particular, repeated, as he said, the 
very words spoken to him by the French 
Generai when he gave hin directions. 

We shall forbear to. make any comment on 
this dreadful fact. We will not say that we 
can scarceiy believe. that anx pan bearing 
the name of a soldier, even among the Galmuc 
Tartars, could. so. disgrace tist, hononrable- 
title as to become an assassin. Weshall cora 
tent ourselves witi: merely stating the volune 
tary declaration of. two men who. new they 
must be henged, and who knew thet nothing 
was to be gained by such a declaration. In, 
fact they were tried and condemnett merely as 
spies; when, to the surprise of all those who 
were present, they confessed that they were 
also inteutional-assassins. Siciliaus, form your 
own judgment on this affair ! 

Fn consequence of the abavementioncd ina 
vestigation, Musolino was hanged yesterdiuyp 
morning, after the usual exercises of religion. 
Crisera has not bven banged, because his 
wounds did net permit him.to.be taken to the 
place of execution, As soon as he shall be 
in a condition to be removed; he will be exee 
cuted. Pietro Reitano is under sentence of 
death, but will not be executed until one. 
Capasso has heen tried, who is now a prison. 
er in the citadel. Etis known that Rritano 
was one of the rufans employed by the said 
Capasso ta murder and rob the caurier from 
Palermo, as soon as Lord: W. Bentinck 
should arrive.there, in order to. get the dise 
patches which might come fram his Lordship, 
aud carry them to Calabria. This Pieter 
Reitano appears to bea hardened villain, he 
will confess nothing, and seeras ro be perfecte 
ly suited to his horrible trade. He was seen 
to throw some letters and papers into a collar 
when pursucd; and these, when. recovered, 
were found to be most of them io his hande 
writing and to consist of letters to. the enemy, 
and receipts for money sent to him. He had 
for an adherent one Gregario Solano. It was 
he whe provided the assassins with knives and 
stilettoes. Solano wilt be tried immediately, 
and if found guilty, there is no doubt but he 
will be executed the moment that the sentence 
kes been passed. All these Ercacheries, as 
$:Ssinalions, and borrors, make our blood run 
cold, and na doubt must cause tùe mast lively 
emotion in all hearts that have in the: a spark 
of sensibility. But we have discovered the 
whole chain of iatrigues and spies employed 
in thema ; and with the assistance and protcee 
tion of Heaven, we will extirpate all the traie 
tors concerned in these plots, and Sicily wilt 
be saved. Sicilians, Jet us again remind you 
that nobody has been arrested, nor will be. 
hereatter, without proof.— Gazetta Britany 
nia, Dee. 7. 

The British army has lost a hrave and 
worthy Officer, who is universally lamented— 
Major.General Vesey, who died on Monday 
Dee.
